REMINDERS 

Meats. Fats— Brown stamps Y and Z in Book Three are good 
through March 20. Red 10-point stamps A8, B8 and C8 in Book 
Four are good through May 20. Waste kitchen fats are redeemed at 
two ration points plus four cents a pound. 

Processed Foods — Green stamps K, L and M are good through 
March 20. Blue 10-point stamps A8, B8, C8, D8 and E8 in Book 
Four are good through May 20. 

Sugar — Stamp 30 in Book Four is good indefinitely for five pounds. 
Stamp 40 in Book Pour is good for five pounds of canning sugar 
through February 28, 1945. 

Gasoline— In 17 East Coast States, A-9 coupons are good through 
May 8. In States outside the East Coast area, A-10 coupons are good 
through March 21. 

Tire Inspection Deadlines — For A-coupon holders, March 31; for 
C-coupon holders, May 31, and for B-coupon holders, June 30. 

Fuel Oil— Period 3 coupons are good through March 13 in all 
areas except the South. Period 4 coupons are good in all areas 
through September 30. Period 5 coupons are good in the Middle 
West and South and remain good through September 30. 

Shoes— Stamp No. 18 in Book One is good through April 30. Air- 
plane stamp No. 1 in Book Three is good indefinitely. Another ration 
stamp good for one pair of shoes beginning May 1 will be announced 
soon. 

Income Tax— March 15 is deadline for filing 1943 returns. Date 
for filing 1944 Declaration of Estimated Income and Victory Tax is 
extended to April 15. 

WILL REVIEW DEFERMENTS 

Local Selective Service Boards have been directed to review cases 
of all registrants 18 through 37 years old and deferred in classes 2A. 
2B, 2C and 3C. Particular attention will be given registrants under 
26 years of age in view of the President's statement that agriculture 
and industry should release the younger men for military service. 

IF YOU MADE A klSTAKE 

If you find you made a mistake in your income tax return and 
already have filed it, what do you do? If your error was simply one 
of arithmetic, your mistake probably will be corrected without your 
action. If you made a mistake in your income or deduction entries, 
contact the office of the collector where you filed your return. You 
may need to file an amended return. 

SINGLE RATION BOOK FOR FOOD 

After good shoppers have used their brown Y and Z stamps, they 
do all their food shopping with War Ration Book Four. The ration 
token plan now in effect eliminates use of stamps of four denomina- 
tions (8, 5, 2 and 1 points) and uses stamps of one denomination 
(10 points) with one-point ration token for change. 

CARE FOR 20,000 BABIES 

Nearly 200,000 babies and their mothers were cared for up to 
February 1 under the Emergency Maternity and Infant Care Pro- 
gram. Hospital and medical care are provided without cost to wives' 
of service men in the four lowest, pay grades, during pregnancy, child- 
birth, and for six weeks after the baby is born, and for the infant 
during its first year. 

ROUND-UP 

As a result of recent OPA actions: Glass jars of apples, apple- 
sauce, apple juice, and sweet cider will sell at retail for approximately 
two cents more than the same-sized tin cans. . . .

In Second Game of PIAA Basketball Tourney; 
Maroon Gets Scare Before Beating Yeadon 



For once in his gloomy life bas- 
ketball Coach Bill Anderson is 
getting a little sympathy around 
Lower Merion High School. After 
watching his Maroon quintet 
barely beat Yeadon. 35-32, last 
Friday in the opening round of the 
District One playoffs in the PIAA 
tournament many fans were con- 
vinced that Andy's crying act this 
year was on the level. 

Even so most fans believe Lower 
Merion will survive the District 
One eliminations and at least get 
a crack at the District Three 
champion, either Lebanon or 
Chambersburg. before giving up 
the state title it has won the last 
three years. 

On the other hand the close 
battle with Yeadon didn't even 
shake the supreme confidence of 
other rooters. They believe the 
thriller was just what the team 
needed to make it 'right' for the 
tough grind ahead. They point 
out that Coatesville extended the 
Maroon to an extra period a cou- 
ple years ago and that didn't sig- 
nify an early exit in the tourney. 
In fact. L. M. rebounded from that 
close one to win the crown it wears 
so jauntily today. 

Lower Merion battles Radnor 
Friday night in the district semi- 
finals at Villanova College. Coates- 
ville meets Glen-Nor in the second 
game. The Maroon and Coates- 



ville are figured to win and meet 
for the district title on the same 
court next Tuesday. 

Lower Merion defeated Radnor, 
42-26, at Downs gym. and tri- 
umphed at Coatesville, 43-28. dur- 
ing the regular season, but Coach 
Anderson says this doesn't mean 
anything, because the Maroon 
then had big Gitch Stuart, the 6- 
foot 4 centerman who now is in 
the Army, and since then, he 
claims, Radnor and Coatesville 
have improved immensely. 

Radnor barely eliminated Jen- 
kintown. 40-39. in its first start 
but Coatesville was very impressive 
as it drubbed Bridgeport. 40-29. 
in a doubleheader at Villanova 
Tuesday. Glen-Nor reached the 
semifinals by bowling over Lower 
Moreland. 41-27. at Norristown the 
same night. 

Lower Merion lacked its usual 
aggressiveness and was off on its 
.shooting against Yeadon and as a 
result trailed all the way until the 
last two minutes.

50 
seconds to go. and then the veteran 
Dick Whiting slipped away for a 
lavup goal on a fast cutting play 
to cinch it.

free throw for 11 points in a re- 
serve role. 

Yeadon. using its height to ex- 
cellent advantage, took an 11-5 
lead in the first period, was out- 
scored in the second but still re- 
tained the edge. 17-15. at half- 
time. The teams were even in 
the third quarter, each scoring, 
eight points, but Lower Merion 
snatched the game out of the fire 
by outscoring the Section Five 
champs. 12-7. in the final quarter. 

Lower Merion made 13 field 
goals on 41 shots, while Yeadon 
made but 11 on 54 tries. Both 
teams were poor at the foul line.

Speaking of a post war reserve 
and parking facilities Harral said: 

"Lower Merion could have laid 
aside $100,000 as a reserve against 
future necessary capital expen- 
ditures. It wasn't done. To do so 
would have meant an increase of 
a mill in the tax rate. Did you 
know the problem?

A giant invasion carrier, the 
naval auxiliary, GENERAL M. C. 
MEIGS, was launched today 
from U. S. Steel's Federal Ship- 
yard here. Mrs. Heniy H. Arnold, 
wife of the Commanding General 
of the U. S. Army Air Forces, 
was the sponsor. 

This was the seventh invasion 
specialist sent into the Hacken- 
sack River, and the second this 
year. It is the largest non-com- 
batant ship being built on the 
Atlantic Coast. The fii'st of the 
type took to salt water here 
last March 21. 

Mrs. Arnold was bom in 
Rochester, N. Y., but her home 
later was in Ardmore, not far 
from the birthplace of General 
Arnold at Gladywne. General 
and Mrs. Arnold now live at 
Fort Myer. Va. 

General Montgomery C. Meigs, 
for whom the ship is named, was 
born May 3. 1816. at Augusta, 
Ga.. and died January 2, 1892, 
in Washington, D. C. After 
transferring from artillery to the 
Corps of Engineers, he was en- 
gaged in the building of Fort 
Delaware, in the improvements 
of the harbor of the Delaware 
River and Bay, and in vaar- 
ous other works along the At- 
lantic Coast until 1841, when he 
became superintending engineer 
of the construction, of Forts 
Wayne, Porter. Niagara. Ontario, 
and Montgomery.

Direct From The 

Fighting Fronts 

Members of the local Red Cross 
took time out this week to let 
those "who have been there" add 
some weighty testimony to the 
evidence in favor of "giving dou- 
ble or more in '44" to the War 
Fund drive. 

Digging into its files the branch 
came up with fervent appeals for 
Red Cross support from such men 
as Generals Douglas MacArlhur, 
Dwight Eisenhower and Jimmy 
Doolittle, war prisoners, combat 
officers and rank-and-filcrs from 
Italy's muddy fields to the atools 
of the Pacific. 

Soinc of the comments: 

General Eisenhower: "I consider 
the Red Cross an auxiliary of my 
army, and we simply couldn't get 
along without it . . ." 

General MacArthur: "The Bed 
Cross has never failed the Ameri- 
can soldier. It has helped liim in 
his hour of danger, it has sus- 
tained him in ■ his hour of pain, 
and it has comforted him in his 
hour of death." 

General Doolittle: "Our boys in 
the hospital get Red Cross sup- 
plies, books, games and entertain- 
ment. . . . Our airmen head for 
the Red Cross club for a snack 
and relaxation. No one has to sell 
the Red Cross to the V. S. Army 
Air Forces overseas." 

Charlie Campbell (Navy electri- 
cian's mate) : "If you haven't giv- 
en to the Red Cross, give to them 
until it hurts, because no matter 
how much you or I give, we can 
never repay them for what they 
did for me . . ." 

War Prisoner in Germany: "Red 
Cross is wonderful, so give them a 
generous donation . . ." 

Captain A. Lcffert (Italy) : "The 
Red Cross . . . have the only real 
doughnut-making machines in 
this area . . . They set up a bar- 
ber shop, too . . . and hot water 
for full tonsorial comfort. Tl'cy 
are doing a splendid job." 

Private Gordon Granger, Jr. 
(North Ireland): "I can't tell you 
how much the Red Cross is doing 
for the boys over here . . . You 
would actually have to be here to 
realize half of what they are do- 
ing — to tell the truth, they are 
just like a second home." 

Lieutenant James Hurlburt

Tells of Red Cross 
Work at the Front 

Besse Howard Spoke 
At Narberth Women's 
Club Tuesday • 

The Red Cross tries to bring a 
touch of home and America to 
boys at the front, Besse Howard 
told members of the Women's 
Community Club of Narberth 
Tuesday. 

Miss Howard, radio commenta- 
tor and lecturer, has recently re- 
turned from several months of 
field work with the Red Cross in 
the Near East. She sailed from 
this country on a troopship with 
7,000 soldiers and 70 other Red 
Cross workers. She returned on a 
cargo ship. 

At the Red Cross clubs. Miss 
Howard said servicemen are pro- 
vided with rooms, recreation and 
relaxation without charge. The 
only cost is a nominal one for 
meals. 

"And if a soldier doesn't have 
the monev or if he needs money 
to get back to his post, the Red 
Cross loans it to him," Miss How- 
ard related. "About 95 per cent 
of those loans are paid back." 

There is nothing which delights 
an American man more than ice 
cream and apple pie. and the Red 
Cross tries to supply both these 
favorites as often as possible, she 
said. 

Miss Howard paid tribute to the 
thousands of unsung heroes who 
work behind the lines. 

"These soldiers are not in as 
great actual danger,'' she said, 
but their tasks are monotonous, 
hard and often accomplished un- 
der dreadful weather conditions. 
I have seen the temperature where 
I was go up to 150 degrees."

Red Cross Raises 
$140,000of Quota 

Workers Review Task 
Ahead At Kickoff 
Luncheon 



By Monday night the Main IJne 
Branch of the Red Cross had ap- 
proximately $140,000, representing 
chiefly special gifts, in its 1944 
War Fund coffer. 

Branch officials, noting that 
nearly one week of the drive had 
already passed, and that $370,000 
of the $510,000 quota remained to 
be collected, continued to urge re- 
doubled effort on the part of so- 
licitors and contributors. 

War Fund Chairman Frederick 
W. Dreher, while expressing grat- 
ification at what he termed "a 
good beginning," pointed out that 
these initial subscriptions do not 
represent response from the gen- 
eral public. 

"Special gifts," he explained, "a 
vital and large part of the Main 
Line's donations, are not, however, 
garnered through door-to-door 
solicitation, and it is this latter 
source to which we look for the 
bulk of our quota." 

"Any letdown after our open- 
ing week," he added, "can crip- 
ple this vear's War Fund drive 
beyond repair. Officials, workers 
and the public must continue to 
cooperate doubly hard in the face 
of a doubly great challenge." 

As solicitation along the Main 
Line began this week, the biggest 
single event was the kickoff 
luncheon Tuesday at the Red 
Cross Center, Ardmore, where 
workers, officials and representa- 
tives of local organizations re- 
viewed the task ahead. 

Chief speaker at the luncheon 
was Ramone S. Eaton, Eastern 
Area manager of the Red Cross. 
His plea for support of the War 
Fund drive was corroborated in 
brief talks by Mrs. Henry C. Earn- 
shaw, chairman of the Main Line 
Branch and Carl R. Freehafer of 
Bryn Maw : r, chapter vice chair- 
man of branches.

Warns Against 
Black Market Aid 

Explains What to Do 
When New License 
Number Is Issued 



A drive to obtain 100 per cent 
compliance with OPA's gasoline 
ration coupon endorsement re- 
quirement should have the support 
of every good citizen, said Henry 
Perry. Chairman of the Bryn Mawr 
War Price and Rationing Board. 
"The man that neglects to write 
his license number on each coupon 
may be unwittingly aiding the 
black market in gasoline. An un- 
endorsed ration may be lost and 
fall into wrong hands." he said. 
Perry emphasized that motorists 
should not offer unendorsed 
coupons to the filling station— they 
are not "legal tender" until the 
license number and state of regis- 
tration has been filled in— use ink 
or indelible pencil. 

Perry explained that the pro- 
cedure on the new license plate 
numbers will be as follows: "Mo- 
torists in Pennsylvania who will 
receive one new license plRte this 
month should nevertheless put 
thrir present numbers on all coup- 
ons now in their possession. When 
the new tag is put on the car. the 
motorists simply write the new tag 
number on the cover of their ra- 
tion books. They will not be re- 
quired to change the endorsement 
on the coupons themselves. 
Coupons endorsed with the old li- 
cense number will be acceptable at 
filling stationss if the ration book 
co\er carries both the old and new 
numbers."

Home From Southwest Pacific, 
Health Board Member Tells 
Of Medical Work In Tropics 



The members of the Lower Mer- I 
ion Township Board of Health at j 
their regular monthly meeting on j 
Monday evening in the Township j 
Building, were surprised by the un- 
expected arrival of Dr. Richard A. 
Kern of 1239 Remington Road. 
Wynnewood, the vice president of 
the Board, who has completed 
nearly two years medical service 
in the Southwest Pacific, areas 
with the rank of Captain in the 
Naval Reserve. Most of the time 
he was stationed aboard U. S. hos- 
pital ships, aiding the sick and 
wounded, including some of the 
Jap forces. 

Dr. Kern described his work in 
field hospitals, control of malaria 
by mosquito repelents, and told 
how little typhoid fever, typhus or 
diptheria there was prevalent in 
the Pacific Islands. Powdered food 
such as milk, eggs and ice cream 
were eaten on most of the cruise. 
Many of the islands important in 
the news of the war were visited 
such as New Zealand. New Guiana. 
Solomons and various small Atoll 
groups. 

He told how bathing water was 
obtained by catching the rain 
water and how hard it really does 
rain there. Drinking water was 
distilled from the raw sea water 



and treated chemically 'to purify 
it. The morale lifting effect of the 
ship's call system when it broad- 
cast "The soda fountain is now 
open" was very evident on the 
faces of the rescued servicemen as 
they were brought on board the 
hospital ship. The living condi- 
tions on the islands were not so 
bad. even at night, as the temper- 
ature never got above 100 degrees 
at any time, but the humidity was 
at the saturation point. The in- 
sects were bad and had to be re- 
pelled by the use of chemical solu- 
tions, some of which are secret 
formulas of the government and 
will not find their way into civilian 
use until after the war. 

The food provided was fair, he 
said, but in all the times away he 
had only one real cooked-in-the 
shell hen's egg. That was for a 
Christmas breakfast. Dr. Kern has 
new been transferred to an official 
position on the staff of the Phila- 
delphia Naval Hospital, which 
work he has already begun, al- 
though he only arrived home Sun- 
day night after a long three weeks 
journey by land and sea. It is ex- 
pected that Dr. Kern will be able 
too attend the meetings of the 
Board of Health in the future, as 
he is now on shore duty and will 
be stationed here for some time. 
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
